IO.—'That the oppo­ 
sition to tho shipping bill will not per­ 
m it a vote to be taken on the measure 
at the present session was made clear 
during the closing hour of Friday’s ses­ 
sion. At the conclusion of several hour’? 
consideration of the bill, Mr. Teller ol 
Colorado, announced his purpose to pre­ 
vent a vote at this session. 
In an im­ 
passioned speech he declared th at he 
would not consent to any agreem ent to 
vote and that it m ust be evident to the 
advocates of tin* bill that no vote could 
be had. 
The statem ent of tho Colo­ 
rado senator elicited a sharp response 
from Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island, who 
Insisted shat despite the declaration of 
Mr. Teller, the business of the senate 
would proceed in accordance w ith the 
wishes of the majority. 
Mr. Teller's statem ent also drew the 
fire of Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire, 
who asserted th at the position of the 
opposition 
was 
preposterous.

H anna of Ohio, replied to Mr. Teller in 
a forceful speech in the course of which 
he became imjiassioned in His denun­ 
ciation of the methods employed by the 
opposition to defeat the measure.

16.—The house this 
morning engrossed its bill 
restoring 
! civil aud crim inal jurisdiction to the 
county court of Coke; the Sherman 
charter bill; the Hood county real law; 
I the bill reorganizing the Thirty-second 
judicial district; the bill changing time 
for holding court in T w elfth district; 
the bill giving Falls county a new road 
law, aud a bill giving new road law* 
for Fayette and Frio counties. 
The governor presents several objec­ 
tions to the interurban bill.

Must the Buzzard Go? 


T he News correspondent at Vic­ 
toria sends in the following anent 
a classic fowl th a t has long been 
protected by the strong arm of the 
law : 
T he idea 
th a t our Texas 
buzzards are more or less a nuis­ 
ance 
has 
undoubtedly 
gained 
ground here with m any stockm en, 
and today the News reporter ask 
ed Dr. Stiles, Zoologist of the Bu­ 
reau of Anim al Industry, for his 
views on this bird from a sanitary 
standpoint. 
In discussing the sub­ 
ject he said : 
“ T here must have 
been some very good reason for 
protecting these 
nightmares 
by 
law or it would not have been 
done. 
I have not studied all the 
pros and cons in the subject, but 
from what little I have seen it is 
quite clear that while these birds 
m ay be of use in some respect they 
are certainly not only a nuisance 
but positively dangerous in other 
regards. 
That they 
may 
carry 
disease from one county or pas­ 
ture 
can 
hardly 
be 
doubted. 
Sheep scab and 
other 
diseases 
among cattle can unquestionably 
be spread by buzzards. 
It may 
be that they do enough good to 
m ake up for the injury they cause, 
but serious doubts arise in m y 
m ind w hether such is the case. At 
any rate this subject is well worth 
detailed study. 
From the stand­ 
point of any specialty of parasitic 
disease I am
